xactly 20 years ago Julie Andrews, as Mary Pop- 
pins, soared over the rooftops of London into an 
Academy Award-winning film career. The year be- 
fore, fresh from gigantic stage successes in 
“Camelot” and “Му Fair Lady; she had arrived in Hol- 
lywood with her six-month-old daughter Emma and an 
English nanny, She was hardly a stranger in town— Walt 
Disney had brought her to the studio with plenty of fan- 
fare heralding her movie debut—but even Julie was sur- 
prised at the magic he wrought to make her comfortable. 
*Walt had a house waiting for us; she says. *An English 
cottage near the studio, with a swimming pool and flower 
garden. He had it completely decorated by his art director. 
He gave us a station. wagon, and invited us to spend 
weekends at the studio's Golden Oak Ranch. I'd collect 4 
few friends and we'd go out with a movie projector, stacks 
of films, lots of food and drink. We had a wonderful time 
there, horseback riding, swimming, canoeing, movies and 
outdoor barbecuing. I'll never forget Walt for that.” 
Filming on “Poppins” progressed smoothly, although 
Julie remembers one time she nearly ran out of patience. 
“It was the ‘Spoonful of Sugar’ number,” she says. “Walt 
visualized the scene. He wanted a cute little robin to flutter 
in, perch on my finger, and chirp while I sang. So he had 
them make an Audio-Animatronics bird. A charming 
touch, but complicated. There were yards of control wires 
which I had to wear under my costume and down one 
sleeve. By the time I was rigged up, with the robin taped to 
my hand, I was carrying more circuitry than an Apple II. 
And then, whilea crew animated the bird, I had to sing to a 
playback synchronized for twitters. Walt was smart. He 
didn't visit the set that day: 
Julie also remembers a notable epilogue to the picture. 
With filming completed, requests for publicity layouts 
were coming in. Look magazine wanted shots of Julie flying 
over London, so she let herself be raised by wires to the 
rooftop set 20 feet above ground. But during the shoot the

hydraulic lift mal- 
functioned, and Julie 
plummeted to within inches 
of the sound stage floor. It 
was a close call, she was 
frightened, and when Life 
magazine asked for similar 
pictures, with Walt waving 
goodbye to her from the 
rooftops, she demurred. 

"But everyone assured 
me there'd be no problems 
this time; she recalls. "They 
would handcrank me up, 
and handcrank me down. 
So up I went, and every- 
body was fussing around, 
making sure I was safe, 
clucking and asking 'Are 
you okay, darling 
you comfortable?’, ‘Is every- 
thing all right?’

“Meanwhile Walt had 
scrambled to the top of the 
roof by himself, slipping 
and sliding on his leather- 
soled shoes. He got his arms 
around a chimney pot and 
was dangling there, 20 feet 
in the air.

Academy Awards and set 
box office records at the 
time, Yet she never made 
another movie for the 
studio. About two months 
into production, she signed 
for “The Sound of Music” at 
20th Century-Fox and 
“The Americanization of 
Emily” at M-G-M. Her sal- 
ary had jumped to a million 
dollars a picture, and with 
their release she was sud- 
denly the biggest star in the 
world, Walt Disney felt sure 
that if the right part came 
along, she would do an- 
other film for him. But the 
opportunity did not arrive 
in his lifetime, The closest 
she came was in the late 
1960s when Bill Walsh, 


co-producer of “Mary 
Poppins,” offered her 
the role of an amateur 
witch in “Bedknobs and 
Broomsticks.” At first Julie 
thought it was too much like 
“Poppins.” 

“We were talking about 
it; recalls Tom Jones, then 
the studio's publicity di- 
rector, "and Julie said, ‘I've 
had second thoughts. 
Maybe I've made a mistake 
Maybe I should do that pic- 
ture: Just then my secretary 
came in and handed me a 
note from Bill Walsh. It 
said, "We've just signed 
Angela Lansbury for "Bed- 
knobs and Broomstick 
Julie was on the verge of 
changing her mind: 


Julie Andrews, however, 
continued to appear in TV 
and other productions for 
the studio. She was a head- 
liner on the network special 
opening Walt Disney World 
in 1971. Julie and her studio 
entourage arrived several 
days before the telecast. 
They were billeted in the 
same hotel wing, and Julie 
generously suggested that 
they all get together every 
morning for breakfast in 
her suite. She'd take their 
orders at night and phone 
them down to room service 
for delivery next morning. 
Makeup artist Bob Schiffer, 
who arrived a few days 
later, remembers bumping 
into the room service waiter 


outside his door. 

“The kid says, ‘Do you 
know who's in the room 
next to you?’ I play dumb 
and say no. He says, ‘It’s 
Julie Andrews, the movie 
star’ I say, ‘Really! Is she a 
nice person?’ He says, ‘Oh 
yes, The only thing is, she 
orders the darndest break- 
fasts. She'll have two orders 
of pancakes, two orders of 
scrambled eggs, three or 
four rashers of bacon, some 
sausage, four or five fruit 
drinks—orange juice, to- 
mato juice, grapefruit 


juice—and two or three 


pots of coffee. Апа) he says, 
‘I just don't know how she 
stays so thin, eating all 


that food!" W

turned on The Disney Channel's 

launch date of April 18, 1983, we 
began receiving letters asking about 
the Mouseketeers. 

Many of you remember when the 
series first went on the air, October 3, 
1955. Out of hundreds of youngsters 
who auditioned, 24 ranging in age 
from eight to 14 were chosen for the 
Club's premiere season. Eventually 
their ranks swelled to 39. Your interest 
in those Mouseketeers continues un- 
abated, so let's start with the nine who 
went the distance from opening day 
until the Club ended in 1959 and see 
what some of them are doing now. 

Tommy Cole is an Emmy Award- 
winning makeup artist. Annette 
Funicello is a familiar TV and record- 
ing star. Karen Pendleton is retired 
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from show business and lives in 
Fresno, Calif. Bobby Burgess, longtime 
dancer on the Lawrence Welk Show, is 
presently touring with a Welk troupe. 
Lonnie Burr is a busy actor (*42nd 
Street”) and writer (“Two for the Show 
— Great Comedy Teams"). Sharon 
Baird is a popular TV performer. 
Doreen Tracey still active in 
show business.
